Judge Hosterman was selected for 
Early Winter, Dry Summer 
Seen By Abe W eatherwise 


DUBUN, N.H. (AP) - The 184th 
edition of the Old Farmer’s Almanac, 
out today, predicts an early winter and 
a drought next summer. 
Abe Weatherwise, a pseudonym for 
the magazine’s weather researchers, 
says the winter “will start out wild and 
then settle down to being mild through 
January.’’ 
Skiers in the Rockies, Appalachians 
and New England will be “jumping for 
joy,*’ Abe says, but others may be less 
grateful as a blizzard sweeps across 
the Great Plains in late February, 
bringing new snow as far as New 
England. 
In the summer, farmers in the 
Midwest and West will suffer “serious 
drought and frequent duststorms,’’ 
Weatherwise predicts. “The abnor­ 
mally hot summer in the wheat and 
com belts should be of concern to all 
farmers — and consumers.” 
Although the almanac’s forecasts 
have yet to be taken seriously by 
professional meteorologists, publisher 
C. Robertson Trowbridge insists the 
techniques — a use of various “cycles 
of nature” plus a close study of the 
moon and sun — are legitimate. 
“When the order of the universe is 
becoming more apparent, to have 
something as big as the weather to 
happen just haphazardly is not true,” 
he says. “The concept that men can 
predict the weather is true.” 
The 
astrological 
charts 
and 
elaborate weather tables that form the 
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basis for the forecasts have been an 
almanac feature since the first edition 
in 1792. Trowbridge says the general 
predictions are virtually always 
correct, and the almanac claims an 
over-all accuracy rate of 75 to 80 per 
cent. 
l.ast year, the almanac predicted 
that winter 1974-75 would be colder 
than normal, and that this past 
summer would be especially warm. 


The almanac, the country’s oldest 
continuous publication, is assembled 
today in an 18th century house and two 
connecting bams in this small New 
Hampshire town not far from the 
Massachusetts border. 


In addition to the forecasts, it is 
packed full of trivia, planting tables, 
farm animal gestation period charts, 
zodiac secrets, recipes and ad­ 
vertising. 


Trowbridge, who is also a state 
senator, says he expects to sell about 
3.5 million copies this year at 75 cents 
apiece, compared with 900,000 a 
decade ago. 
He attributes the increase to im­ 
proved distribution, the recent interest 
in space, nostalgia and the “return to 
nature” trend. 
M an Dies 
By Choice 


LOMA UNDA, Calif. (AP) - Chuck 
McCracken, who let himself be slowly 
poisoned by his own body wastes 
rather than face the agony of kidney 
machine treatments, is dead. 
McCracken, 37, died of kidney 
failure Wednesday evening with his 
family at his hospital bedside, a 
spokesman at Loma Linda University 
Medical Center said. 
His wife, Barbara, said he was 
conscious and talking to his family 
until about IO minutes before his death. 
He entered the hospital Tuesday. 
McCracken surprised doctors by 
living more than two months after he 
stopped taking twiceweekly dialysis 
treatments to remove the poisons from 
his body. He was expected to die within 
two or three weeks. 
When he stopped the treatment July 
22, McCracken said he would rather 
face certain death than suffer the 
“sheer agony” of the kidney machine. 
He was also blind, diabetic, paralyzed 
in the legs and suffering from a 
diseased thyroid.

Free Trio, 
Surrender 


ENGLEWOOD, Colo. (AP) - Two 
federal reformatory inmates, with the 
help of a girl friend who allegedly 
smuggled them pistols, held three 
persons hostage for 10^ hours before 
surrendering and releasing their 
prisoners unharmed. 
Warden Tim Keohane said the in­ 
mates were talked out of their bid for 
release from the Federal Youth Center 
by “a steady effort on our part that 
nobody was going to beat them up.” 
Paul Ortiz, a counselor at the 
reformatory who participated in the 
negotiations, said, “We convinced 
them there was no way out.” 
The inmates’ bid for release from 
the center, a correctional facility for 
youthful offenders located about 15 
miles southwest of Denver, began 
shortly after noon Wednesday when 
the woman arrived to visit the in­ 
mates. Authorities said the lack of a 
search procedure for visitors enabled 
her to bring in three guns concealed in 
her purse. 
The hostages — a reformatory 
guard, an inmate and the inmate’s 
mother — were forced at gunpoint to 
lie on their backs on the floor of the 
visiting room the entire time, officials 
said. 
The inmates were identified as 
Alfred Smith Rollins, 19, of Kansas 
City, serving a sentence for bank 
robbery as a juvenile; and Henry 
Michael Cassidy, 20, a Blackfoot 
Indian from Missoula, Mont., serving a 
term for burglary on an Indian res­ 
ervation. 
The FBI identified the woman, 
Nancy Ann Shope, 19, of Denver, as 
Cassidy’s girl friend. Agents said a 
fourth individual. Berry Craig Mes­ 
sman, in his 20s and from Denver, had 
rented a car that the woman had left in 
the center parking lot, apparently for 
use as a getaway vehicle.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Rising 
prices for farm products and industrial 
goods pushed the nation’s wholesale 
price index up six-tenths of one per 
cent in September, the I..abor Depart­ 
ment reported today. 
The 
Septem ber 
increase 
in 
wholesale prices was slightly below 
the August gain of eight-tenths of 
one per cent, despite a 4.3 per cent 
increase in prices for farm products, 
especially for vegetables, milk and 
livestock. 
Prices of industrial commodities in 
September increased seven-tenths of 
one per cent, the largest increase since 
last November when they rose eight- 
tenths of one per cent. Prices of fuels 
and metals led the increase in in­ 
dustrial goods. 
Prices of farm products had 
decreased 1.5 per cent in August, while 
industrial prices had risen six-tenths of 
one per cent. 
The l^bor Department said it was 
unusual that although prices of farm 
products and industrial goods in­ 
creased in September, the over-all 
increase in prices was below the 
August increase. 
This occurred because the over-all 
index is adjusted independently for 
seasonal price variations, instead of 
being adjusted on the basis of its indi­ 
vidual components. 
The Labor Department said the 
procedure can lead to contradictory 
results in times when prices fluctuate 
widely, as they have in recent months. 
The department said it plans to revise 
its procedures in 1976 to eliminate such 
contradictions. 
Another barometer of the nation’s 


economic activity will be announced 
Friday when the I.abor Department 
reports on the unemployment rate in 
September. 
The jobless rate is not expected to 
reveal any major changes in the 
continuing problem of unemployment 
Unemployment was 8.4 per cent of 
the labor force — about eight million 
workers — in August. Wholesale prices 
in August increased eight-tenths of I 
per cent. 
For the three-month period ending in 
August, wholesale prices increased at 
an annual rate of 7.7 per cent. A good 
portion of increases in wholesale 
prices are passed along to the con­ 
sumer, especially in the food and fuel 
areas. 
The administration considers the 
nation’s basic inflation rate — that 
means after one-time price shocks are 
stripped away — to be about 7 per cent 
for the foreseeable future. 
The I.^bor Department said Wed­ 
nesday that the number of persons 
receiving unemployment insurance 
during the week ending Sept. 13 was 
the lowest since January. It said 
benefits were paid to 5.6 million per­ 
sons, a decline of 194,1(X) from the week 
before. 
It also said initial claims for 
unemployment insurance in the week 
ending Sept. 2 totaled 367,000, down 
13,000 from the previous week. 
Several government economists said 
Wednesday they expected a modest 
increase in wholesale farm prices in 
September. Prices at the farm level 
dipped 1.5 per cent in August after 
rising 6.6 per cent in July. 
Economists say reports for a single 


month on inflation or unemployment 
can be misleading, and they prefer to 
look at results for several months in 
order to identify trends. 


Sidney L. Jones, assistant treasury 
secretary for economic affairs, said 
that with respect to wholesale prices, 
the index for industrial commodities is 
more important than farm products. 


Prices of industrial commodities 
increased six-tenths of I per cent in 
August, up from previous months, and 
Jones said he hoped this didn’t signal a 
new burst of inflation at the industrial 
level. 
There is scarcely an economist or 
politician in or out of government who 
thinks unemployment or inflation 
rates can be reduced much below 7 per 
cent next year. 
For example, the Democratic 
membership of the Joint Economic 
Committee announced on Wednesday 
a program of new tax cuts and 
government-financed jobs that it said 
would reduce unemployment next year 
to about 7.3 per cent. 
That’s not much different from the 
Ford administration’s own official 
predictions for a jobless rate of be­ 
tween 7 an 7.5 per cent by the end of 
1976. 
Two leading economists told the 
Senate Budget Committee on Wed­ 
nesday that 1975 tax cuts should be 
extended into 1976 so as not to en­ 
danger recovery from the recession. 
Arthur M. Okun of the Brookings 
Institution and Murray L. Weiden- 
baum of Washington University said, 
however, they opposed an increase in 
the tax cuts.

The environmental agencies must 
approve the plans, he said, because the 
village has applied for a grant that 
would fund 75 per cent of the con­ 
struction costs. Remainder of the 
building and operation of the system 
will be paid by the village. 
Site of the proposed treatment plant 
is a 22-acre plot of village-owned land 
located between Yates Ave. and Deer 
Creek. 


The heart of the facility must be 
constructed on the hillside there to 
keep it from flood plain encroachment. 
And it must be far enough south from 
the village water well field to assure no 
contamination of the supply.

Acropolis To G et Costly Facelift 


ATHENS, 
Greece 
(AP > 
— 
The 
Acropolis, the 2,500-year-old shrine to 
the glory of ancient Greece, is getting 
help from home and abroad in a major 
face-lifting effort described as “the 
world’s greatest marble restoration 
operation.” 
Prof. G eorge Dontas, G reece’s 
director of antiquities, said Tuesday 
the government has appropriated $1.6 
million 
for 
repair 
work, 
and 
a 
UNESCO team is due soon to discuss 
the work and further funds. 
Dontas said the second international 
Antiquity Preservation Congress, to be 
held in Athens next year, is expected to 
approve additional foreign technical 
and 
economic 
assistance 
for 
the 
project. 
The 
historical 
and 
architectural 
gems on the ancient hill have been left 
in ruins by the ravages of war, time, 
foreign occupation and looters. The 
Parthenon, the temple to the goddess 
Athena built between 447 and 432 B.C., 
was 
used 
as 
living 
quarters 
for 
prostitutes in the 3rd century B.C. and 
as a gunpowder magazine during the 
Ottoman occupation. 
Now cracks and erosion threaten the 
ruins. 
The limestone hill has open un­ 
derground rifts and caves, seeping 
water and cracks and fissures from 
earthquakes, lesser earth movements 
and 
tem p eratu re 
changes. 
The 
National Geological and Metal Ore Re­ 


search 
Institute 
is 
preparing 
a 
program of remedies. 
Metal supports placed inside and 
outside the columns have expanded 
and contracted, damaging the stone 
they were supposed to protect. Dontas 
said they probably will be replaced by 
supports in which costly noncorrosive 
titanium will be a major component. 
Temporary 
wooden supports will 
also be erected. 
Other threats to the marble are 
erosion by polluted air and rain water, 
photochemical reactions provoked by 
neon lighting, vibration from aircraft 
flying over the area and the shoes of 
the 2 million tourists who visit the hill 
annually. 
The government three years ago had 
wooden planks laid on the Propylae, or 
entrance to the hill, and three months 
ago it barred visitors from the interior 
of the Parthenon. 
Five months ago, the government 
concluded an 
all-out effort 
was 
n ecessary and appointed 
rescue 
committees. Dontas said that so far 
they have concentrated on locating the 
danger spots.

about all it needs to prepare West 
Point for its first women cadets is to 
change the bathrooms around. 
Army officials have hit a snag trying 
to adapt the plebe’s tight-fitting gray 
uniform for women, but they have 
given that problem to some outside 
designers to solve. 
Women can apply for the Army, 
Navy and Air Force academies con­ 
tingent on President Ford signing a 
military authorization bill which in­ 
cludes 
a 
provision 
for 
admitting 
women into the military universities. 
The Army started preparing for 
women cadets last summer in an­ 
ticipation they'll be entering the class 
of 1980 next July 6. 
Lt. Col. Thomas P. Garigan, public 
affairs 
officer 
for 
West 
Point, 
describing Tuesday what the Army 
has done to prepare for its first class of 
women, said one of the academ y’s big­ 
gest problems was that “we knew darn 
little about women.” 
To get an idea of what changes might 
be 
n ecessary 
in 
West 
Point 
requirements, Garigan said members 
of the Women's Army Corps and other 
military7 women were tested on the 
pull-up, one of the academ y’s physical 
fitness requirements. 
The pull-up is like a chin-up only with 


the palms of the hands facing outward, 
rather than inward. 
Of those tested, only one per cent 
could do the six pull-ups required by 
the academy for admission, Garigan 
said. As a result, West Point might use 
some of the physical tests used by the 
WACS. 


He also said the biggest problem 
with women is that they lack sufficient 
upper body strength, which he said will 
have to be developed so they can load 
tank guns or work with heavy equip­ 
ment parts. 
But Garigan said the Army is finding 
very few 
problems 
with 
bringing 
women into West Point. 
He said women will not be allowed to 
play football because West Point is a 
National 
Collegiate 
A thletic 
Association member and the NCAA 
bans females from the sport. He said 
they will be kept out of boxing and 
wrestling because of the possibility of 
breast injury. 


But they can substitute sports like 
karate or judo for boxing and westling. 
Garigan said. There will be no changes 
in academic training and few, if any, in 
combat training. 
They will be housed in barracks with 
male cadets in an arrangement that 
puts men and women at opposite ends 
of hallways.

NEW YORK (AP) — For many 
years there has been debate about the 
efficiencies of bigness as they apply to 
business. Now there’s a similar ar­ 
gument about cities. 
Those who maintain bigness is good 
argue that as volume increases the 
per-unit cost decreases. 
A dvocates 
of 
sm allness 
claim 
bigness is accompanied by a lessened 
sense of personal responsibility, a 
greater demand for ancillary services, 
and administrative problems almost 
impossible to overcome. 
The argument cannot be reduced to 
those extremes, but in the case of the 
cities, 
and 
at 
least 
superficially, 
smallness seems to win. 
“Surprisingly, the figures show that 
smaller cities are the most economical 
with taxpayers’ 
funds,” 
says Bob 
Brown, 
executive 
director 
of 
the 
nonpartisan Tax Foundation. 
Brown points to figures gathered 
from government and private sources 
that indicate cities under 50,000 
population spent an average of $158.32 
a year per person for municipal serv­ 
ices in fiscal 1973. 
The compilation showed spending 
rose in increments almost equal to 
increases in the size of cities. For cities 
in the 300,000-499,999 category, ex­ 
penditures were $327.84. For cities of I 
million-plus, $681.14. 
And then there is New York City. Its 
per capita expenditures were $1,223.68 
in 1973, and most likely have risen 
substantially since then. But even that 
wasn’t the highest figure; Washington 
cam e in with that, a total of $1,588.86. 
“It appears there is no such thing as 
the large economy size’ city,” Brown 
says. 
Public welfare is the biggest ex­ 
penditure of cities having a population 
in excess of I million. In 1973 they 
averaged $135.08 per capita. The figure 
for all cities was $25.86. 
The nation’s largest cities spent 
$127.52 per capita on education. For 
cities in the 500,000-999,999 category, 
the expenditure was half that. And for 
all municipalities it averaged only 
$45.83. 
The biggest cities spent $62.82 on 
police 
protection, 
although 
the 
average of all municpalties was about 
half that. There were relatively small 
differences in the amounts spent on 
fire protection. 
Next cam e hospitals followed by 
housing and urban renewal with the 
next largest spending category for the 
I million-plus cities. The biggest cities 
spent $36.69 for housing, against an 
over-all average of $12.70. 
Interest on the general debt was 
another big factor in budgets of the 
bigest cities. They spent $31.66 per 
capita in 1973, almost double the figure 
for cities in the half-million to million 
category. 
Health was another big item. The 
biggest cities spent $18.02, compared 
with a national average of $5.14, and 
only 79 cents in cities of less than 50,000 
population. 
In categories such as financial ad­ 
m inistration, 
general 
control, 
libraries, parks and recreation, the 
distinctions between big and small 
were less distinct. In fact, the biggest 
cities spent less than the average on 
parks and recreation. 
la rg e r cities obviously offer more 
cultural, educational, civic, health and 
other services than do the small cities. 
This question 
remains: 
Are the 
smaller cities spending too little?

"No one’s kicked 
us out of their home or yard yet,” he 
said. "We haven’t gone up to just 
people we knew but to anybody we saw 
and introduced ourselves.” 
That includes people who don’t have 
any children in school. 
"I’m here to meet people and if 
you’re a taxpayer, I’m interested in 
you,” he recalled telling an elderly 
woman. "That really made her eyes 
light up. 
"All this really is communication,”

It was designed to 
serve the village’s 350 homes plus an 
Crime Busters 
Hampered 
By Shortages 


WASHINGTON AP 
More and 
more stales are forming strike forcev 
to combat thru mg crime syndicates, 
but many state officials say they’re 
hampered by a shortage of money and 
talent. 
About 400 federal, state and local law 
enforcement officials are sharing their 
experiences at a National Conference 
on Organized Crime sponsored by the 
Justice Department today through 
Saturday. 
A major part of the discussion 
centers on strike forces, the special 
teams of investigators and prosecutors 
used to build cases against syndicate 
gambling, drug trafficking, loan­ 
sharking and fraud schemes. 
The Justice Department launched 
the strike-force technique eight years 
ago and now operates 17 throughout 
the United States. 
A recent survey by the National 
Association of Attorneys General 
showed that an increasing number of 
states are establishing similar teams, 
usually under the direction of the state 
attorney general. 
Twenty-three states and Puerto Rico 
now have special 
teams 
of 
in­ 
vestigators and prosecutors for 
organized crime, said the association’s 
June report distributed to conference 
participants. 
The states are Arizona, California, 
Colorado, Connecticut, Florida, Idaho, 
Illinois, Iowa, Kansas, Louisiana, 
Massachusetts, Michigan, Minnesota, 
Mississippi, New Jersey, New Mexico, 
New York, Ohio, Oregon, 
Rhode 
Island, Texas, Utah and Wisconsin. 
Five of them have been established 
in the past three years. 
Virtually all have been launched 
with federal funds from the Law 
E n f o r c e m e n t 
A s s i s t a n c e 
Administration which presently is 
spending more than $10 million in 
partial support of 19 state projects 
against organized crime. 
The association report said many 
state officials worry about where 
they’ll get money to continue the 
operation once federal grants end. 
"Several states report negatively on 
the chances of state support,’’ and 
“ one project director reports that his 
state legislature is afraid of the or­ 
ganized crime unit and may not fund 
it," the report said. 
In addition to budget, the state strike 
force officials have found that “ one of 
the most difficult problems’’ is 
recruiting talented and trustworthy 
investigators and prosecutors with 
experience in outwitting mobsters. 
Nix Appeal 
By Gephart 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — The State 
Personnel Board of Review Wed­ 
nesday rejected an appeal by the 
former chief of the Dayton Area 
Bureau of Vocational Rehabilitation 
who was fired last April for in­ 
subordination.

Details of the proposed collection 
system are still incomplete.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - For the 
fifth consecutive month, the number of 
recipients under the Aid to Dependent 
(Children program decreased in Sep­ 
tember, the state Department of 
Public Welfare said Wednesday. 
The welfare department said 553,664 
persons received funds under the 
program in September, compared to 
566,099 in August. The number of 
recipients have dropped since April 
when 570,067 persons were given aid. 
The reduction is credited to a 
complete review of cases by county 
departments requested by the state 
welfare department in May. 
The review disclosed eligibility 
errors and played a major part in 
reduction of the caseload.

WASHINGTON (AP) 
Japan’s 
Emperor Hirohito formally opened a 
two-week state visit today by hailing 
the complete turnabout in Japanese- 
American relations since the “ tragic 
interlude’’ of World War II. 
The emperor was accorded full 
military honors at a White House 
ceremony that signified a new level of 
harmony between the two Pacific 
allies. 
“ Our 
people 
withstood 
the 
challenges of one tragic interlude, 
when the Pacific Ocean, symbol of 
tranquillity, was instead a rough and 
stormy sea, and have built today 
unchanging ties of friendship and 
goodwill,’’ the emperor said in 
prepared remarks. 
“ I feel immeasurably gratified by 
this happy development, and look 
forward with great anticipation to the 
future of our relationship." 
With the emperor was his wife, 
Empress Nagako. After two days of 
meetings with President Ford, they 
will 
travel to five other major 
American cities and several smaller 
ones. 
The emperor’s U.S. visit, which 
began with a two-day rest in 
Williamsburg, Va., puts the final seal 
on the restoration of Japanese- 
American friendship after World War 
II enmity. 
As the Japanese see it, no higher 
tribute could be paid to the United 
States than an imperial visit. 
Hirohito, 
the 
world’s 
largest 
reigning monarch, has seen Japanese- 
American relations come full circle 
from a bitter wartime rivalry 30 years 
ago, to a seven-year American oc­ 
cupation of Japan and finally to the 
present era of peace and friendship. 
In the emperor’s name, 1.5 million 
Japanese went to their deaths in World 
War II. At the time the Japanese 
Imperial Army surrendered, he ac­ 
cepted full responsibility for Japan’s 


war policies even though historians 
say he had little involvement with the 
conduct of the war, 
As in Williamsburg, the security 
measures for the imperial couple will 
be unusually strict. 
Japanese officials have been jolted 
by apparent attempts on President 
Ford’s life and have refrained from 
disclosing the times of the couple’s 
travels. 
The trip has its origins in a 
November 1974 visit to Tokyo by Ford, 
the first incumbent president ever to 
undertake such a journey. 
In accepting Ford’s invitation for a 


reciprocal visit, the emperor fulfills a 
50-year wish to see the United States. 
He is the first Japanese monarch to set 
foot on the American mainland. The 
emperor is the 124th in an imperial line 
dating back almost 14 centuries. 
Political discussion was not on the 
White House agenda, in keeping with 
the completely ceremonial nature of 
the emperor’s reign. 
After meeting with Ford, the em­ 
peror plans an afternoon visit to the 
Natural History Museum. The em­ 
press will visit an art gallery. A state 
dinner at the White House also is 
planned.

WASHINGTON (AP) — Led by hefty 
gains for cattle and hogs, farm prices 
jumped 3 per cent last month to their 
highest average in a year and a half, 
according to the Agriculture Depart­ 
ment. 
The department’s Crop Reporting 
Board said Tuesday that its index of 
prices farmers receive for what they 
produce rose to 193 per cent of its 1967 
base between Aug. 15 and Sept. 15. A 
spokesman said that was the highest 
reading since March 1974. 
But J. Dawson Ahalt, USDA staff 
economist, said he sticks by the 
department’s earlier forecast that 
retail food prices will go up an average 
of 9 per cent in 1975, compared with 
gains of 14.5 per cent in each of the 
previous two years. 
Further, Ahalt said, cattle prices 
probably will come down some this fall 
as more animals move to slaughter 
plants, thus dampening another round 


of soaring beef prices. Pork prices 
however, will continue high because of 
farmers holding down hog production. 
The report said higher prices for 
milk, eggs and wheat also contributed 
to last month’s farm price boost, more 
than offsetting declines for potatoes, 
com and soybeans. 
Prices farmers pay for things they 
use rose I per cent during the month 
and averaged 7 per cent above Sept. 15 
of last year. 
Meat animals as a group went up 4 
per cent during the month and were 29 
per cent above prices a year earlier. 
Beef cattle, at $34.60 per IOO pounds, 
rose $1.50 from mid-August. Hogs were 
up $2.50 and, at $58.50 per hun­ 
dredweight, 
were the highest on 
record. 
The average farm price of milk rose 
to $8.96 per IOO pounds, matching a 
record set in March 1974. The over-all 
dairy price index was up 6 per cent 
Cook Asks V e to 
O n License Data 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - Highway 
Safety Director Donald D. Cook asked 
Gov. James A. Rhodes Wednesday to 
keep information on organ transplants 
off of state driver’s licenses. 
Cook asked Rhodes to veto a bill 
which would allow drivers to note on 
their licenses if they have arranged to 
donate their eyes, kidneys or other 
organs upon death. 
“I am reluctant to oppose this bill,” 
Cook said in a letter to the governor. 
“It’s like being against motherhood 
and for sin.” 
But Cook said the bill would cost too 
much 
money, 
establish 
a 
bad 
precedent, cause potential legal 
problems and unduly burden law 
enforcement officers. 
Cook said if the bill becomes law, the 
department will have to scrap $104,543 
in application forms which would be 
obsolete. The department also would 
have to spend $400,000 each year on 
new license cards, he said. 
With donor information on the cards, 
he said, it would be impossible to 
refuse requests to list other in­ 
formation, such as data on diabetes, 
“resulting in an operator’s license that 
eventually would become more of a 
catalog than a license.” 
Since Ohio has no legal definition of 
death, he said, the cards could cause 
legal problems for local police. 
And in less-accessible counties, he 
said, the cards still would not solve the 
problem of getting the donors to a 
hospital capable of removing the organ 
before it deteriorates. 
He said overall, the problems of 
organ transplants could overburden 
officers investigating traffic accidents 
who have other important duties to 
perform at the scene. 
“I am in sympathy with the concept 
of securing anatomical donors,” Cook 
said. “However, it is my belief that the 
operator’s license is not the proper 
place for this information.” 
The bill, passed by the General 
Assembly earlier this year, is intended 
to allow hospitals to get the organs -of 


accident victims quicker, before tne 
organs deteriorate.

The 
price, however, was up substantially 
from $2.92 a bushel in June, just before 
sales to Russia were disclosed. 
Com, on the other hand, dropped to 
$2.76 a bushel, down 19 cents from mid- 
August and 54 cents below a year 
earlier. 
Soybean prices also declined to $5.32 
a bushel from $5.80 in August. A year 
ago soybeans were $7.72 a bushel. 
For potato farmers, the new report 
showed the bad news they already 
knew. Prices dropped to $4.23 per 100- 
pound bag, down $1.68 in one month but 
slightly more than their average of 
$4.05 on Sept. 15 last year. 
Eggs, at a farm prices of 55.8 cents a 
dozen, were up from 50.5 in August and 
averaged one cent more than they did 
a year before.

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Maj. John Andre Slept In Am erican Soil 41 Years

Arnold escaped and lived, despite his 
perfidy. But Maj. John Andre, his 
British accomplice, was caught and 
hanged, and it was 41 years before his 
remains finally were returned to 
England for burial in Westminster 
Abbey.

TAPPAN, N Y. (AP) - It is called 
Andre Hill. 
There, not far from the tavern where 
he was imprisoned as a British spy, 
Maj. John Andre was hanged 195 years 
ago — on Oct. 2, 1780 — for plotting 
with Benedict Arnold for the fall of 
West Point. 
Andre was buried where he died. A 
plain monument marks the spot, but 
his remains are in Westminster Abbey, 
England. They were disinterred in 1821 
and removed by the British consul in 
New York. He acted legally but 
secretly under cover of night when he 
heard that “hot spirits” were deter­ 
mined to throw the coffin into the 
Hudson River. 
Only IO days before his execution, 
Andre, chief intelligence officer for Sir 
Henry’ Clinton and adjutant general in 
the British army despite his youth (he 
was 29 or 30), had met with Arnold

American cause. Arnold got word in 
time to escape by barge to the Vulture. 
Had he been captured or exchanged, 
Arnold, who tried to sell out his 
command for 20,000 pounds sterling 
and a commission of brigadier general 
in the British army, would have been 
executed. Negotiations to exchange 
Andre for Arnold were undertaken but 
the B ritish com m ander refused. 
British policy was against returning 
defectors. 
Andre was taken across the Hudson 
to Mabie’s Tavern at Tappan, close to 
George Washington’s headquarters. 
There he was tried on Sept. 29 before a 
military board of general officers. The 
board found that he “ought to be 
considered a spy from the enemy; and 
that, agreeable to the law and usage of 
nations, it is their opinion he ought to 
suffer death.” 
Washington ordered the execution 
for 5 p.m. Oct. I. Andre had appealed 
that he not be considered a spy, saying 
he had come ashore wearing his uni­ 
form and under sanction of a passport 
from Arnold. Clinton, the

ordered it carried out. 
Andre, dressed in a fresh uniform, 
was assisted in mounting the wagon 
beneath the hangrope.

Washington’s chief of intelligence, who 
had brought Andre across the river to 
his prison, wrote many years later; 
“I walked with him to the place of 
execution and parted with him under 
the gallows, entirely overwhelmed 
with grief that so gallant an officer, 
and so accomplished a gentleman, 
should come to so ignominious an 
end.” 
Forty-one years after the execution, 
Jam es Buchanan, British consul in 
New York, expressed concern that 
“only a heap of stones” marked the 
place of Andre’s “suffering at Tap­ 
pan.” He wrote the Duke of York, then 
com m ander in chief, suggesting 
erection of a suitable monument or 
removal of the remains. The Duke of 
York suggested they be interred in 
Westminster Abbey. Gov. De Witt 
Clinton of New York said, “Our laws 
interpose no obstacle to this m easure.” 
B uchanan’s 
narrative 
of 
the 
exhumation, written for a military 
journal, is included in “The Demarest 
Fam ily,” the history of a family that 
settled in this country from Amster­ 
dam in 1663. 
The owner of the field where Andre 
was buried, the Rev. John Demarest, 
was agreeable to the removal. 
“With great care the broken lid was 
removed, and there in our view lay the 
bones of the brave Andre,” Buchanan 
wrote. “The roots of a small peach tree 
had completely surrounded the skull 
like a net. After allowing all the people 
to pass around in regular order and 
view the remains as they lay, which 
very many did with unfeigned tears

and lamentation, the bones were 
carefully removed and placed in the 
sarcophagus.” This was taken to the 
Demarest home, with removal to a 
British ship in New York to take place 
four days later. 
Buchanan said that on his return to 
New York that night he learned from 
“a citizen of the first respectability” 
that “some hot spirits had agreed that 
they would mark every citizen who 
should attend, and that they were 
determined to meet the procession on 
the way, and throw the sarcophagus 
into the Hudson.” 
He decided to return to Tappan the 
next night. He arrived at the home of 
the pastor, who “derided my fear” and 
said “he would guarantee all would go 
off well.” Furthermore, the pastor 
said, removal now would "greatly 
disappoint numbers who were to come 
to his house next day to see ‘the rare 
spectacle of so grand an article as the 
sarcophaugs,” ’ He said he found Mrs. 
Demarest more inclined to his view 
and so the pastor reluctantly con­ 
sented but still did not believe “there 
were such miscreants in the world.” 
Buchanan and his party arrived by 
carriage in New York at 5 a.m. and 
were taken by boat to a British packet 
where Buchanan said, “with feeling 
that never shall be effaced from my 
memory, I placed the remains under 
the British flag.” 
A snuffbox, lined with gold and made 
from a piece of a cedar tree that grew 
over Andre’s grave, was sent to the 
pastor by the Duke of York with the 
inscription “to mark his sense of the 
Rev. John Demarest’s liberal attention 
upon the occasion of the removal of the 
remains of the late Maj. John Andre at 
Tappan on the 10th August 1821.” 
As for Arnold, he fought for the 
British. After Yorktown, he sailed with 
Cornwallis for England, where he died 
June 14. 1801, at the age of 60. 
His attempt to surrender West Point 
branded him forever a traito r.

NEW YORK (AP) — CBS 
tonight is airing a flawed but 
interesting show about John 
Henry Faulk’s battle against 
McCarthy-era “blacklisting” 
in broadcasting, the denial of 
work to those not “cleared” 
by Communist-watchers as 
redblooded Americans. 
Called “Fear on Trial,” it’s 
based on the book of the same 
name by Faulk, a folksy, 
Texas-born hum orist and 
com m enator whom radio 
station WCBS — owned by 
CBS — fired him in the 
summer of 1957. 
The dism issal happened 
about I 12 years after a small 
anti-Communist group called 
Aware implied in a pamphlet 
that he was pro-Communist, a 
charge he denied as sponsors 
began dropping out. 
While CBS officials said the 
dropping of his afternoon talk 
show was due only to falling 
ratings, Faulk couldn’t find 
work in broadcasting for a 
long time. He went broke and 
his marriage failed. 
Tonight’s show dramatizes 
those times and the libel suit 
he 
won 
against 
Aware, 
Vincent H artnett, a self­ 
described 
consultant 
on 
Communism, and the late 
l.aurence Johnson, a retired 
superm arket 
owner 
who 
beefed to sponsors about 
Faulk. 
In this show, George C. 
Scott is 
superb as 
Louis 
Nizer, the lawyer who argued 
Faulk’s case so well the jury 
in 1962 gave Faulk a $3.5 
m illion 
judgm ent, 
later 
reduced to $550,000 on appeal. 
Alas, William Devane, so 
good as the late President 
Kennedy in “ M issiles of 
October,” doesn’t hack it as 


Faulk. 
David W. Rintels’ script 
has

moments, particularly as it 
depicts

cold 
shoulder 
Faulk 
gets 
from 
the 
f r i g h t e n e d 
b r o a d c a s t 
execu tives he once 
con­ 
sidered his friends. 
But despite this and some 
chilling 
court 
testim ony 
about blacklisting, the show 
never really pins down how or 
why blacklisting w as a c­ 
cepted in the 1950s. Nor does 
it name those who tolerated 
it. 
It notes that Faulk was first 
attacked by Aware after his 
election as an officer — who 
ran as an opponent of black­ 
listing — in the New York 
local of AFTRA, the union of 
performers in broadcasting. 
But omitted is the fact that 
the election was preceded by 
bitter wrangling in the local 
over whether Communists — 
real, accused or imagined — 
were afoot in the land, and 
m ore sp ecifically, broad­ 
casting.
